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REPORT  OF  LIBRARY  COMMITTEE. 

An  act  of  the  legislature  of  1891  made  it  possible  for  towns  to 
receive,  at  the  expense  of  the  state,  one  hundred  dollars  worth  of 
books,  as  the  nucleus  of  a  library. 

The  requirements  the  state  asked  of  the  towns  were  that  a  cer- 
tain sum  should  be  appropriated  annually  for  the  purpose  of  mak- 
ing additions  to  the  books  furnished  by  the  state. 

The  amount  required  to  be  raised  by  our  town,  according  to  its 
valuation,  was  twenty-five  dollars.  At  the  March  meeting  of  1892 
a  vote  was  passed  to  accept  the  provisions  of  the  law  ;  and  late  in 
the  year,  one  hundred  and  three  books  were  received  from  the 
state  and  placed  in  the  cases  which  had  been  prepared  for  them  in 
the  town  hall. 

Of  the  twenty-five  dollars  raised  in  1892,  none  was  used  that 
year,  but  was  added  to  the  one  hundred  and  twenty-five  dollars 
appropriated  in  1893. 

From  this  amount  one  hundred  and  twenty-three  dollars  was 
expended  for  one  hundred  and  twenty-six  books,  which  give  us, 
with  a  few  previously  owned  by  the  town,  two  hundred  and  thirty- 
five  books  in  our  library. 

Arrangements  having  been  made  with  our  book-sellers,  whereby 
we  can  receive  the  same  discount  from  the  publisher's  prices,  on  a 
single  volume  as  we  received  on  the  large  number,  a  portion  of  the 
money  was  reserved  in  order  to  euable  the  committee  to  purchase 
new  books  as  they  are  issued. 

At  present  we  have  twenty-three  dollars  in  the  treasury,  about 
three  dollars  having  been  spent  for  catalogues  and  expenses. 

The  library  has  been  open  the  second  and  last  Saturday  after- 
noons of  each  month,  and  has  been  well  patronized,  one  hundred 
and  twenty  volumes  having  recently  been  taken  out  per  month.

REPORT   OF    SCHOOL-BOARD. 


TOWN    SCHOOL-DISTRICT. 

In  reviewing  the  year  just  closed,  we  take  pleasure  in  being  able 
to  report  a  successful  school  year.  The  work  that  has  been  done 
is  all  that  we  could  reasonably  expect. 

Much  credit  is  due  teachers  for  thoroughness  with  which  they 
have  pursued  their  work.  We  are  pleased  to  report  a  general  im- 
provement in  discipline.  We  have  rarely  met  with  so  great  an 
improvement  in  discipline  as  has  come  under  our  notice  in  some  of 
our  schools  during  the  past  year. 

We  fully  believe  if  teachers  could  always  receive  the  support 
from  the  parents  which  every  teacher  has  a  right  to  expect,  and 
no  parent  can  afford  to  withhold,  much  better  results  could  be 
attained. 

In  view  of  the  limited  amount  of  schooling  afforded  pupils  of 
this  district,  parents  should  insist  upon  their  children  being  con- 
stant in  attendance.  Nothing  short  of  sickness  should  excuse  a 
pupil  from  school  a  single  day. 

While  we  would  always  place  quality  before  quantity,  yet  we 
fully  believe  that  the  best  interests  of  the  scholars  of  this  district 
demand  a  greater  amount  of  schooling  than  they  receive  at  present. 
In  short,  they  should  have  at  least  thirty  weeks  of  school  each 
year. 

When  we  have  only  to  step  across  our  border  into  other  towns, 
or  nearer,  even  within  the  limits  of  our  own  town,  to  find  children 
enjoying  the  privilege  of  thirty  and  even  thirty-six  weeks  of 
schooling  each  year,  it  is  evident  we  are  not  looking  after  the  in- 
terests of  our  children  as  well  as  we  ought. 
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We  think  those  who  have  supported  a  private  school  at  the  Plain 
the  past  winter  have  shown  their  interest  in  education,  and  that 
thev  are  verv  desirous  of  a  winter  term  of  school.

REPORT  OF  SCHOOL-BOARD. 

The  school-board  present  the  annual  report  for  the  year  ending 
March  1,  1894. 

Three  terms  of  twelve  weeks  each  have  been  held  during  the  year, 
and  the  results  are  more  satisfactory  than  usual.  That  more  has  not 
been  accomplished  is  not  the  fault  of  the  teachers,  for  they  have  been 
untiring  in  their  efforts  to  make  the  schools  helpful  and  valuable  to  all 
connected  with  them.  Mr.  F.  W.  Atwell,  a  Dartmouth  graduate, 
class  '88,  an  experienced  teacher,  succeeded  Mr.  Barton,  who  was 
called  to  the  Warner  high  school  at  the  close  of  the  summer  term. 
Mr.  Atwell  brought  with  him  new  ideas  and  new  methods,  and,  while 
insisting  on  thoroughness  and  promptness  in  study  and  recitation,  has 
enlarged  the  course  of  investigation  by  frequent  lectures  and  general 
reading,  and  the  scholars  have  responded  to  his  efforts.  A  marked 
improvement  has  been  shown  in  the  interest  and  attention  manifested. 
During  the  winter  term  the  three  schools  have  met  in  the  morning  in 
the  large  room,  for  devotional,  general,  and  musical  exercises.  Miss 
Pike  has  had  charge  of  the  music,  and  the  interest  shown  and  the 
proficiency  made  have  been  very  praiseworthy.  Every  boy  and  girl 
in  our  schools  who  can  sing  should  certainly  learn  to  do  so. 

Miss  S.  A.  Hall  and  Miss  M.  E.  Pike  in  their  departments  have 
done  grand  work,  more  than  sustaining  their  former  splendid  records. 
It  is  a  rare  treat  to  visit  either  of  these  schools  and  see  the  interest 
shown  by  the  scholars  in  their  work ;  and  the  judicious  manner  in 
which  the  teachers  conduct  the  exercises. 

The  celebration  of  Washington's  birthday  by  the  schools  was  an 
event  long  to  be  remembered  by  the  many  friends  present.  We 
earnestly  request  the  parents  and  friends  of  these  schools  to  give  them 
their  cheerful  and  hearty  support  and  approval,  for  they  are  worthy 
of  it.  Short  special  reports  from  the  several  teachers  are  herewith 
submitted  to  your  consideration  : 
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"It  is  a  dangerous  mistake  to  believe  that  a  child  will  come  out  all 
right  in  the  end  if  we  only  let  him  alone.  The  uncultivated  plant  is  a 
weed.  The  plant  which  bears  good  fruit  demands  labor.  The  proper 
training  of  children  demands  watchful  and  unceasing  labor.  It  is  not 
enough  that  we  give  our  children  food  and  shelter  and  kind  treatment ; 
even  our  pet  dog  receives  all  these.  But  a  child  is  something  more 
than  a  mere  animal  with  animal  wants  ;  he  is  far  more  than  a  mere 
pet  to  be  caressed ;  he  is  a  moral  and  intellectual  being  to  be  trained 
for  a  life  of  labor  and  usefulness.  The  object  of  the  public  schools 
is  to  furnish  precisely  this  training. 

"  In  the  education  of  a  child  there  are  three  parties  concerned,  the 
parent,  pupil,  and  teacher,  and  any  two  of  these  united  can  always  de- 
feat the  other  one.  If  parent  and  teacher  are  united  in  demanding 
that  the  growth  of  the  pupil  shall  be  pure  and  strong  and  healthfu1, 
then  one  child  has  been  saved  to  society.  If  the  pupil  discovers  that 
the  parent  is  not  in  sympathy  with  the  teacher  in  his  efforts  to  educate 
and  discipline  the  child,  it  is  a  defeat  for  the  teacher,  and  the  pupil's 
progress  stops  then  and  there.  Parents  and  teachers  must  stand 
shoulder  to  shoulder  in  their  struggle  to  make  pure  and  worthy  men 
and  women  of  our  boys  and  girls.

INTERMEDIATE  DEPARTMENT. 

"  In  the  intermediate  department  we  have  three  grades  which  com- 
prise the  fourth,  fifth,  and  sixth  years'  work. 

"The  number  of  pupils  in  this  room  has  been  unusually  large  during 
the  past  year.  Last  spring  sixty  names  were  registered,  and  there 
being  seats  for  only  forty -one,  nineteen  were  obliged  to  sit  in  the  gram- 
mar room.  In  the  fall  term  there  were  fifty,  and  in  the  winter  term 
forty-four  pupils. 

Al- 
though we  should  have  been  pleased  to  have  seen  more  visitors,  at  the 
same  time  we  felt  we  had  the  hearty  cooperation  of  the  parents.

PRIMARY   SCHOOL. 

"  This  school  has  three  grades.  The  pupils  in  the  first  grade  are 
taught  to  read  script  from  the  hoard  ;  to  write  the  simplest  letters  with 
pencil  and  paper ;  and  number  to  ten. 

"  The  second  grade  use  the  First  Reader  in  addition  to  the  script 
board  work ;  are  taught  to  form  and  write  easy  sentences ;  drawing 
and  number  to  twenty.  The  third  grade  use  First  and  Second  Read- 
ers, and  the  other  work  is  carried  on  like  that  of  grade  two. 

"  The  attendance  on  the  part  of  some  of  the  pupils  has  been  very 
irregular  for  the  past  year,  as  a  glance  at  the  statistics  will  show. 

"  If  this  evil  could  be  remedied,  it  would  greatly  advance  the  work 
and  interest  of  the  school. 

"  For,  when  a  pupil  is  absent,  he  loses  the  lessons  for  that  time,  and 
soon  finds  he  cannot  keep  up  with  his  class,  so  must  necessarily  drop 
into  the  grade  below.     All  these  things  are  discouraging  to  a  child. 

"  If  the  parents  and  friends  would  visit  school  of  tener,  it  would  help 

both  teacher  and  pupils.
